FIRING ON A WARSHIP MERE RUMOR. 


No Confirmation Whatever for the —_

“London, Dec. 1.—The story that a British 
warship has been fired upon in the Dar- 
danelles is merely a rumor, and there is no 
confirmation for it whatever. Beyond the 
dispatch to the Observer nothing is known 
here regarding the alleged firing and it is the 
consensus of opinion that the report is un- 
founded.

Report of a Battle at Jaguasco Is De- 
clared Utterly Untrue. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, Cuba, Dec. 1.—[(Copyrighted, 
1895, by the Press Publishing Company, 
New York World.}—Gen. Gomez’s troops 
have been engaged, for a‘week, in a constant 
skirmishing with two columns of Spanish 
troops, under Gens. Luque-and Oliver, on 
the border bétween Santa Clara and Cama- 
guay. Near Jatabonico he was pressed 

hard, and divided his forces into two parts. 

On Nov. 27 and 28 the skirmishing was con- 
tinuous. A part of Gomez's. command 
passed over the border into Camaguay. 
Pio Cervantes, one of his leaders, was killed 
at Las Delicias. The insurgents left a num- 
ber of dead on the field. Serafino Sanchez, 
commanding one division, was attacked by 
Gen. Oliver. There was a running fight un- 
til night, and sixteen dead were left on the 
field and many horses. A Lieutenant was 
the only Spanish officer killed. The-insur- 
gents are falling back slowly, the troops 
following closely. 
the report of a battle at Jaguasco, published 
inthe United States, is wholly untrue. It was 
stated that three Spanish Generals, Suarez 
Valdez, Liaque,' and Aldave, with 6,000 
troops, engaged Maximo Gomez for thirty- 
six hours Név. 18 and 19, with the result that 
Aldave was ‘killed, that Luque and Suarez 
Valdez were wounded, and that 620 Span- 
jards were left dead on the fleld. Antonio 
Maceo was said to have arrived with 3,000 
men and turned the tide of battle against the 
Spaniards.

Gen. Al- 
dave was neither killed nor wounded. He 
was in command at Ciego De Avila. 

Antonio Maceo was 115 miles from Jaguas- 
co, near Cascorro, on the border of Santiago 
Province, on the days of the alleged battle. 
He has not been in Santa Clara Province, 
but has remained in the same position up to 
six days ago. 

A part of the fraudulent news was a bogus 
dispatch from Gen. Campos to Gen. Arderius 
here acknowledging the death of Gen. Al- 
dave and the wounding of Gens. Luque and 
Valdez. 

The only fight during the entire war 
worthy of serious mention was that near 
Bayamo last July, in which Gen. Campos 
took part. The total Spanish loss—killed, 
wounded, and missing—on that day was less 
than 300. The insurgent loss was about the 
same, WILLIAM SHaw BowEN.

Mr. Ballard Smith, London correspondent 
of the New York World, first made a short 
speech presenting the group of statuary. 
He said: 

“Tl am here today as the representative of 
Joseph Pulitzer, who honors himself and his 
country in presenting this statue of Wash- 
ington and Lafayette, Kindred names in the 
deepest affections of the two peoples, to this ; 
beautiful and historical chief city of our 
sister republic, If he could have beén here 
Mr. Pulitzer would doubtless say*more than 
I can of the patriotic and affectiaqhate mo- 
tives which inspired his gift. But we can 
perhaps sufficiently, interpret Mr. Pulitzer s 
cardinal motive by quoting the fnscription 
that he himself has prepared for the statue, 
which is meant to be as he has written it, 
and speaking, as he undoubtedly may, for 
all our fellow-citigéns: ‘Homage to France 
in gratitude for her generous codperation in 
the struggle ofthe people of the United 
States for liberty/atfd independence.’ ” 

Mr. Smith then alluded to the fact that it 
was Mr. Pulitzer’s good fortune as editor 
and proprietor af the New. York World to 
inaugurate the popular subscription which. 
gave a worthy pedestal to M. Bartholdi’s’ 
statue of Liberty Enlightening the World in 
New “York Harbor, and in conclusion, in 
Mr. Pulitzer’s name, he presented the group 
to the City of Paris. 

The military band that was present there- | 
upon played the “Marseillatse.” 

Aecepts the Gift. for the City. 

M. Bombard, Vice-President of the Paris 
Municipal ‘Council, in atcepting the ‘gift 
for the city briefly reviewed the history of 
the two men thus reproduced in bronze and 
said the union of the flags under which 
Washington and -Lafayette stood hand in 
hand represented really the union of the 
ports of the two republics. 

He hoped that the echoes of today’s cheers 
would traverse the ocean and unite even 
more closely the two nations. He thanked 
Mr. Pulitzer warmly, and also M. Bar- 
tholdi for the manner in which he had car- 
ried out his conception. ‘The band then 
played the American anthem. 

Mr. Henry Vignaud, Secretary of the 
United States Embassy, briefiy offered the 
excuses of United States Ambassador Eustis 
for his unayoidable absence on account of 
liiness. 

Mr. Samutel Morss, United States Consul- 
Genera], then: followed in an eloquent 
speech. He briefly touched upon the events 
that linked the lives of Washington and La- 
fayette and which had enshrined them in 
the hearts of Americans til) the two names 
were alike household words in every village. 

“Even the children,’’ Mr. Morss continued, 
“can tell how Lafayette brought light and 
hope and help to the struggling colonists. 
Republics are sometimes ungrateful, but 
not always.”’ 

The speaker dwélt upon Lafayette’s long 
and finally triumphant battle for liberty in 
France. He continued that it was a happy 
thought of . patriotic public citizen of New 
York to offer to Paris this beautiful memo- 
rial, and it was especially appropriate that 
the work should be confided to M. Bartholdi 
and that such a fitting site as the Place des 
Etats Unis had been found for it. Mr. 
Morss concluded: 

“On behalf of Mr: Pulitzer and of the 
American people I thank Paris for her gra-

NATIONAL BANKS AND CURRENCY. 

The annual report of Controller Eckels 
states that a month ago there were in opera- 
tion 8,715 national banks, with an aggre- 
gate capitalization of $664,186,015, divided 
among 285,105 shareholders, Their circu- 
lation then outstanding was $213,887,630, 
of which $190,180,061 was secured by 
United States bonds. During the year end- 
ing with October forty-three banks were 
organized, with an aggregate capital stock 


‘of $4,890,000, twenty-eight of them being 


in the North and fifteen in the South; and 
thirty-six were put into the hands of re- 
ceivers, but nine of these were of the num- 
ber which closed their doors in 1803, re- 
sumed, and were forced to suspend later. 
The national bank circulation was _ in- 
creased $17,102,137 during the year. 

The total resources of the national banks 
in operation Sept. 28 last were 3,424 mill- 
ions, their loans and discounts were 2,059 
millions, and individual deposits 1,702 mill- 
ions. The northern and northeastern half 
of the country contains 2,901 of these 
banks, having a capital stock of 587 mill- 
ions; 2,411 are located east of the Missis- 
sippi River and 1,104 west of it. During 
the year ending with next October the cor- 
porate existence of twenty-eight banks will 
expire, and in the succeeding ten years the 


corporate existence of 889 banks, with a. 


capital stock of 130 millions and a ¢circula- 


tion of 34 millions, will expire. 


The report recommends that the Con- 
troller be authorized to issue circulating 
notes to the par value of the bonds de- 
posited with the Treasurer of the United 
States to secure circulation, and be em- 
powered, with the approval of the 
tary of the Treasury, to remore from office 
officers and directors of national banks for 
violations of law and mismanagement; that 
the tax on circulation be reduced to a quar-

THE NATIONAL PARKS. 

The report of the Acting Superintendent 
of the Yellowstone National Fark to the 
Secretary of the Interior brings out the sur- 
prising fact that the present season has been 
the poorest in its history. Notwithstanding 
the marvelous wonders of nature in the 
park the record of tourists shows a great 
falling-off. For the last four years the 
average of tourists has been about 3,500, 
while the registries show only 2,470 for this 
It is hard to account for this diminu- 


lopes, bears, and deer have increased ip 
numbers, as well ag beavers, but the bison 
are in danger of extinction. The only herd 
known to be in the United States is on the 
borders of Idaho, and should they at any 
time cross within its boundaries their doom 
is certain, as the game laws of that State 
are insufficient to protect them. With the 
aid of a smal] donation from the Smith- 
sonian Institution it is proposed to build an 
iuclosure and provide food for so many as 
can be driven witkin it during the coming 
winter. In this manner it is hoped thut a 
little herd of them may be prescrved nearly 
in a state of nature. It wi'l be a matter of 
gratification to those who have been to the 
park that the Old Faithful geyser still re- 
mains old faithful in ite regular sixty 
eight-minute eruptions, 

The Superintendent of the Sequoia and 
Gen. Grant National Parks in California 
reports that big game and fish are abundant 
and that the only trouble has been to keep 
the sheep and cattle herders out after the 
troops are withdrawn. ‘The same trouble 
exists in' the Yosemite Park, according to 


-the reports of its Superintendent; and the 


troops are kept continually pusy not only in 
warning trespassers off but in driving away 
poachers and in extinguishing the dangerous 
fires they leave behind them. The Califor- 
uia parks are in good condition, but it is 
evident that constant vigilance in needed to 
protect them against the ravages of greedy 
selfish trespassers, :

remain encamped on extensive areas of fer- 
tile land, which they will not improve, and 
which they will not allow any one-else to 
cultivate, All they: do with the land is to 
let it lie idle or rent it to cattle-men. 

The commission, in ita report, which will 
be submitted to Congress next week, after 
announcing the failure of ‘negotiations, 
says that conditions have grown worse in- 
stead of better in the Territory since the 
last report, and that the so-called govern- 
ments which exist there “are wholly cor- 
rupt. and irresponsible.” The conclusion 
arrived at is that— 

There is no alternative left to the United 
Btates but to assume the responsibility for fut- 
ure conditions in this Territery. -Inseburity of 
life and person and property increasing every day 
makes immediate action imperative. The pre- 
tense that the government is debarred by treaty 
obligations from interference in the present con- 
ysis of affairs in this Territory is without foun- 

It is, in the judgment of the commission, the 
imperagive duty of Congress to assume at once 
politi control of Indian Territory. They have 
come with great reluctance to this conclusion, and 
have sought by all methods that might reach the 
convictions of those holding power in the Territory 
to induce them by negotiation and mutual agree- 
ment to consent to a satisfactory change in their 
system of government and appropriation of tribal 
property. 

This is a subject which should receive the 
prompt attention of Congress, According 
to. the commission four-fifths of the popu- 
lation of the Territory is composed of per- 
sons who are not Indians and are not citl- 
gens there. And yet they are the ones who 
are largely responsible for the conduct of 
the Indians and the undevelopment of that 
country. 

Congress should settle the entire matter 
at once, Each Indian family should be given 
in fee simple a quarter section of good land. 


actes more than the Indians can possibly 
need. It is land fully as good as that of 
Vastern Kaneas. The sale of this surplus 
land at market prices to actual settlers will 
create a fund which will make the Indians 
the richest people in the United States per 
capita, 

The jurisdiction and statutes of Oklaho- 
ma should be extended over the Indian Ter- 
ritory so that they may come into the Union 
together as one fine State. Give white men 4 
chance to gointo the Indian Territory to buy 
farms, or to develop its mineral resources, 
and it. will not be long before there is a large 
and prosperous population, Call the whole 
Territory Oklahoma and then admit it into 
the Union as a State. 

Supposing the Indians do refuse to con- 
sent to measures which are for their own 
best good. Then it will be necessary to do 
without their consent. It was well enough 
for this country in early days to make 
‘‘ treaties ” with strong tribes when there 
was abundance of vacant public lands for 
all who desired to settle on them and im- 
prove them. But it is a wild absurdity 
now to have treaties with “ Indian Nations” 
or tribes. They are wards of the govyern- 
ment and not independent nations, and as 
long as they remain such it can deal with 
them as it considers just and proper ao long 
as it does not act counter to their best in- 
terests, 

The United States Government knows of 
no legal “imperium in imperio” within its 
limist, There is only one “ Nation” 
within the boundaries of this republic. The 
time has come for the wild and idle lands 
of the Indian Territory to be placed under 
the cultivation of American citizens.

A COTTON EXPOSITION IN CHICAGO. 

The cotton manufacturers and other com- 
mercial] men in Augusta, Ga., and the sur- 
rounding country are reported to have 
undertaken the preliminary measures neces- 
sary~-to the holding of an exposition of 
Southern cotton goods in Chicago. They 
say Chicago has within its reach a 250 mill- 
ion trade in cotton goods, and ought to have 
at least a part of it. The purposes of the 
exposition are stated to be to make new 
customers for present products, to open 
direct lines of distribution between produ- 
cers and consrmers, to bring ta the knowl- 
edge of capitalists in a forcible manner the 
great opportunities for profit which South- 
ern cotton mills afford, to show the great 
West that Chicago is the natural and logic- 
al distributing center for 275 million dol- 
lars’ worth of cotton goods annually which 
the South will make, and to offer to Chicago 
the great prize of an immense trade in ex- 
change for the mighty assistance this city 
will give in building up the South. 

It is designed to prepare an exhibit which 
will interest the general public in showing 
the modes of cultivating, preparing, and 
shipping cotton, this including the exhibit 
of cotton machinery from the earliest times 
to the present, the modern machinery being 
at work in the actual processes used in and 
near the cotton fields. The merchant is to 
be attracted by a display of Southern cot- 
ton goods in comparison with similar grades 
made in New England, models of mills, 
maps showing distances and freight charges, 
and full comparisons of quality and selling 
prices, The investor is to be interested by 
full and thorough object lessons in relative 
costs, North and South, contrasts of new 
machinery with the old, statements of the 
great earning power of new equipments in 
the South, with low cost of construction 
and capitalization there, comparison of 


formation of a great commission company 
in this city to sell only Southern cotton 
goods and represent as many Southern mills 
as possible, The scheme isa great one, and 
may be fraught with immense advantages 
to the people of both sections. But one 
thing would be necessary to success in the 
development which is aimed at by the pro- 
jectors of the exposition. It is the break- 
ing down of the big tariff wall which for 
sixteen years past has existed along the 
bank of the Ohio River, erected there with

Without that the exhibit, however 
fine and attractive, would be little better 
than an empty show, pleasing to the eye, 
but simply exciting hopes and wishes for 
the unattainable, This fact onght not to 
be forgotten by the men who are woxking 
to get up the exposition and those who will 
join in the movement, and it should spur 
them up to renewed and united effort to
